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Industry Awaiting Outcome of Packard Workers’ Vote on UAW Today; 
Week’s Output of 136,655 Units Brings April Total to 539,185, Highest 
Since 1929; March Sales Estimates Revised Upward to 360,000 Units 


While the industry awaits with interest the 
outcome of the election at Packard Motor 
Car Co. today, to determine the strength of 
the United Automobile Workers union there, 
the labor situation as a whole seems much 
improved. The Packard vote, which will be first of its 
kind in the automotive industry, is centered around a 
single question: “Do you wish to be represented by Local 
190, International Union, United Automobile Workers of 
America as the sole representative for collective bargain- 
ing?” 

The issue thus is clear cut. Workers merely mark the 
ballot with an “X”; no signatures are required, and the 
voter should be free from coercion from either side. While 
the union claims 10,000 of Packard’s 16,000 workers as its 
own, M. M. Gilman, general manager, states that he does 
not believe the union has a majority in the plants. During 
past troubles in the industry this winter the union has 
studiedly refrained from seeking a vote although claiming 
in all cases to represent a majority of workers in each 
plant affected. There has been much discussion as to 
whether workers in any of the struck plants would favor 
union representation if the element of coercion were 
eliminated and an opportunity afforded to vote free from 
pressure from either side. 

* cd *~ * 
On the eve of the election, Packard has an- 
nounced the policies which will be continued 
at the plant if the workers endorse the pro- 
cedure which is in effect at the plants at the 
present time. These policies are as follows: 
They would continue to receive an average hourly 
wage of 91 cents per hour, which, including wages 
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received by some workers during vacation periods, is 
raised to 93 cents per hour. 


9 They receive a minimum wage for both men and 
women which is equal to the majority of the minimum 
wage contracts signed by the UAW with other automobile 
companies. 
3 If they are employes of the Packard company for 12 
months, they receive one week’s vacation with six 
days’ pay. If they are laid off because of lack of work, 
changing the program, or revamping a department, no 
time or pay is deducted from their vacation. They con- 
tinue to receive the same vacation and pay for every 12 
months of service, provided they are not discharged. 
A, They operate under, and have since 1918, a seniority 
system which, although not established as an un- 
breakable law, is nevertheless closely adhered to by the 
management. The seniority system now used provides 
roughly for a six months’ probationary period, but this 
rule is sometimes waived in cases involving exceptional 
workers. 
5 Since 1923, the Packard company has been endeavor- 
ing to spread employment throughout the year by 


adjusting production schedules on a stable basis regard- 
less of the peak selling period, insofar as this is possible. 

Of this particular point, Leon Henderson, research 
director of the NRA, in a report to President Roosevelt 
in 1935, on the automobile industry said: 

“The Packard Motor Car Co., which for years has been 
actively endeavoring to eliminate seasonability from its 
employment, shows the result of continual effort in this 
direction by having one of the best records of stable 
employment in the industry. In 1934, 92.8 per cent of its 
workers were employed in at least 40 weeks of the year, 
while 76.3 per cent were employed in 50 or more weeks.” 

Henderson also pointed out in his report that the 
annual earnings in 1934 (a depression year) of 53 per 
cent of the company’s workers exceeded $1,200. 

No Packard employe can be directly fired by a fore- 

man. He must be fired or transferred to another job 
by the personnel department. A foreman’s only position 
in the case of a discharge is to recommend. 
7 Every employe in Packard has the right to take out 

an insurance policy which provides for a group life 
insurance of $2,000 per employe and a sick benefit policy 
of $12 per week. Although the employe pays the major 
portion of these two policies, the management does con- 
tribute a share of it. 
8 It is also a Packard policy not to fire a man because 

of his age. When a man becomes too old to perform 
one type of work, another type more suited to his age is 
found. Any man who has been in the employ of the 
company for 15 years or more, and is 65 years of age, 
receives, if he quits, or is retired, $25 for each year he 
has worked for the company. 

* * * 

As the Packard conferences thus move 
toward a climax, sporadic sitdowns 
have developed in the Ford plant at 
Richmond, Calif. and threats have 
been made against the Saginaw Steer- 
ing Gear Division of GM at Saginaw, Mich. The Saginaw 
trouble is understood to have started when the UAW 
massed pickets around the Baker-Perkins plant, makers 
of baking machinery, for alleged discharge of union 
workers. Some company workers charged that the 
picketing resulted from workers in the plant joining a 
rival union, the American Labor League. Nelson 
Brothers foundry was closed by the union in order that 
employes from that shop could be used as pickets at the 
Baker-Perkins plant. Kempton Williams, UAW organ- 
izer, threatened to call workers from the Saginaw Steer- 
ing Gear plant for the same purpose. 

Disturbances at the Ford plant in Richmond were 
quickly settled, as were troubles that broke out in the 
Janesville (Wis.) Chevrolet plant and the Buick plant at 
Flint late last week.

About 60,000 between 60,000 and 65,000, up slightly 

over previous estimates. Forty states 
have so far been reported, accounting for 45,666 registra- 
tions as compared with 40,608 a year ago. With the 
latter figure representing approximately 77 per cent of 
last year’s final total, this would put the March, 1937, 
figure at roughly 60,000 units. However, ADN feels that 
unreported states will show a higher ratio and thus 
bring the final total up to between 60,000 and 65,000. 
Total sales in March, 1936, were 52,430, which means 
March of this year will exceed last year’s figure consider- 
ably. Total registrations thus far this year, including 
the 40 states thus far reported for March, are 135,090 as 
against 124,669 for the same period a year ago.

Output Climbs; cars and trucks estimated by ADN at 

April Highest 136,655 units, up over the previous 

Since 1929 week, total output for April in the 
United States and Canada is placed at 
539,145 units, the second highest April figure in the in- 
dustry’s history. Despite curtailed operations during the 
first part of the month, due to labor difficulties, April 
production nevertheless ranks next to the 663,811 units 
turned out in April, 1929, the high mark of the industry’s 
history. The 539,145 units produced during the past 
month displaces the 495,778 turned out in April a year 
ago as the second ranking total. 

The current week’s output also will establish a new 
post-1929 record, according to ADN figures, exceeding 
last week’s total of 134,622 units, which had been the 
previous high since the record year. It is likewise more 
than 18,000 units above the total production in the cor- 
responding week a year ago, when 117,811 units were run 
off the assembly lines. 

While operations are being expanded gradually General 
Motors 52,905 units will lead the group estimates for this 
week, ending May 1. Of this total, Chevrolet is expected 
to turn out around 32,000, Pontiac 6,900, Oldsmobile - 
6,300, Buick 6,205 and Cadillac-LaSalle 1,500. The group

total is up slightly over a week ago, when 52,340 units 
were produced. 

Individual top honors continue with Ford, likely to 
produce 34,000 units. Added to Lincoln’s average, 775, 
this brings the Ford group figure to 34,775 for the cur- 
rent week, according to ADN estimates. There is a 
strong likelihood that this total may be increased in the 
near future. 

Chrysler divisions, now back at normal operations, are 
expected to run about 23,300 units off assembly lines this 
week. Plymouth will account for around 11,000, Dodge 
8,100, Chrysler 2,200 and De Soto 2,000, according to ADN 
figures. This is the same figure as in the previous seven 
days. 

Production has been stepped up considerably at Hud- 
son-Terraplane, which expect to produce around 3,800 
units this week. This gives Hudson-Terraplane the leader- 
ship among independent producers, followed by Packard 
with its usual 3,300, Studebaker with 2,470, Nash with 
2,320, Willys with 2,230, Graham with 525, and Cord with 
30. The miscellaneous group, including trucks, are ex- 
pected to account for 11,000.

Detroit Gets abandoning Detroit as a site for oper- 
GM’s New ations, despite predictions to the con- 
Diesel Plant trary, based on recent labor troubles, 


was given Monday with General Mo- 
tors’ announcement that construction will start early in 
May on a $1,500,000 diesel engine plant in the Detroit 
area. Formation of the Diesel Engine Division of Gen- 
eral Motors, with William Thomas Crowe as general 
manager, was also announced. 

The new division will manufacture Winton diesel 
engines, ranging from a one-cylinder 20-horsepower 
engine designed for stationary service, up to a six-cylin- 
der 160-horsepower unit for marine and commercial 
vehicle use. Manufacture of the diesel fuel injectors, 
developed in the corporation’s research laboratories for 
several years, will be moved to the new plant, while units 
with greater horsepower will continue to be made at 
GM’s Winton Engine Mfg. Corp. plant in Cleveland. 

First of the two-unit plant to be erected will be the 
engineering laboratory, which will provide 18,000 square 
feet of floor space. The main plant, with 115,200 square 
feet of floor space, will follow construction similar to the 
laboratory. Contained in this unit also will be a diesel- 
driven electric plant, supplying power to the rest of the’ 
buildings. 

Crowe, who prior to 1920 was connected with Hudson 
Motor Co., has been on the staff of O. E. Hunt, GMC 
vice-president in charge of engineering. He formerly 
was chief engineer of the corporation’s Canadian engine 
division. 

* * * 

With 40 states reported to date, 
ADN revises its estimate for pass- 
enger car registration for March 
upward to 360,000 units. There is 
a strong possibility that this figure 
may still) be too conservative, but in any event the March 
total is not expected to go beyond 265,000. States, which 
have reported since a week ago, bear out a higher ratio 
of gain over 1936 than previously reported states, thus 
giving rise to the greater estimate. 

Regardless of how the remaining states report, the 
March, 1937, total sales will doubtless be well in excess 
of the 301,272 sales recorded in the same month a year 
ago, and therefore will take its place as the second 
highest March on record. The previous high mark was 
set in March, 1929, with 377,802 units. The 40 states 
reporting thus far account for 264,553 registrations, as 
against 215,176 in 1936. The latter figure represents 
roughly 71 per cent of the entire sales recorded in March 
a year ago. Figured on this basis, March of this year 
should have recorded about 367,000 registrations, but 
ADN believes that the final total will be between 260,000 
and 265,000. The total registration thus far this year, 
including the 40 states for March, are 760,141, compared 
with 607,602 a year ago.
